tion that the syndrome of 
autism is a developmental 
disability which is defined 
and diagnosed behavior 
ally. 


main purpose of | 


lt is indicated that signs 
and symptoms appear be 
fore $0 mOénths of age and 
are characterized in four 
Hehavioral categories 
These include disturbances 
in thé rate of appearance 
and sequence of develop 
ment of physical, soc ial and 
language skills. There could 
be an abnormal sensitivity 
and response to stimulation 
by one or miore of the 
sensory systems (i.¢. sight. 
hearing. pain, and other 
senses). Indications of 
autism could include a delay 
or absence, or abnormal use 
of speech, language com 
prehension. logic. and rea 
soning. Failure to develop 
normal responses to people 
and inappropriate use of 
objects is sometimes also 
present in the behaviour 
pattern. 

Melanie's Place is an 
offshoot of a similar pro- 
gram at Kerry's Place, 
where there exists an 
adolescent program for 
those with autism. It is 
located also on a farm near 
Clarksburg, 120 miles south 
of Toronto. The program is 
funded by Children’s Ser: 
vice, Ministry of Commun- 
ity and Social Service. 

Melanie's Place is named 
after one of the original 
residents at Kerry's Place in 
1978. 

There is also Adam's 
Place, located on a 10 acre 
farm, five miles north of 
Orangeville, which conducts 
an adult program. «.

Mr. Cody's views on the 
hopes of Melanie's Place 
are, ‘‘1 feel that our goal as 
our staff and board under- 
stand it, is to develop each 
individual's independence 
to the highest degree 
possible. For some it may 
mean long term care, for 
others it may mean less 
supervision through their 
life."" 

Those persons staying at 
Melanie's Place are per- 
manent residents, unless as 
Mr. Cody remarked, ‘there

ate place for them, Some 
may in future move into the 
community into @ group 
home or apartment situa- 
tion.”” 

The three centres men- 
tioned are directed by the 
Kerry's Place Board of 
Directors, consisting of 10 
members and the centres 
have a central administra: 
tion office in Toronto. 

Melanie's Place really 
started with findings from 
the concept of Kerry's 
Place. Follow-up study had 
been done of autistic people 
living in three distinct 
environments large in- 
stitutions, urban commun- 
it, and rural farm commun- 
ity. The study indicated that

One of the more trauma- 
tic encounters with wildlife I 
had as a child, involved a 
porcupine. A friend and I 
wanted to get a close-up 
look at one we happened to 
spot balled up in the top ofa 
young poplar. 

We somehow coaxed it 
down. But then the trouble 
began. The family German 


- shepherd discovered a new 


kid on the block and, well, 
you can imagine the rest. I 
never saw what happened in 
the veterinarian’s office but 
learned a bit/ of a lesson, 
some of it in front of my 
father. Having since 
watched an accomplished 
practitioner in the act of 
quill removal, | feel a bit 
more prepared to handle the 
situation if it comes around 
again. 

There are many theories 
about how porcupine quills 
can be removed from flesh. 

. All of them are interesting. 
But pliers work. 


Ideally, one should not 
pull out a quill. The

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hair—seldom more than 
three inches long—it bears 
scaly barbs which anchor it 
firmly in any flesh that the 
porcupine strikes with its 
tail. When one pulls on the 
quill, the barbs catch in the 
flesh. 

All things being equal, 
the efficient means of 
removing a porcupine quill 
lies-in pushing it through 
the flesh and out the other 
side. This prevents the 
barbs from catching in the 
flesh—and it works rather 
well if one finds simple 
situations, such a$ a quill 
stuck in the fleshy ear flaps 
or the flesh between two 
human fingers. But one 
seldom finds such conveni- 
ently placed quills. The 
push system does not work 
well if the quill has been 
lodged in a position that 
would require pushing it 
through the dog's throat. 

The average porcupine 
has about $0,000 quills 
covering its body from head 
to tail. That's enough live 


ammunition for more than, 


one encounter with an 
unfriendly neighbor. In 
addition, it has the long 
guard hairs and short 
undercoat hairs that all 
mammals have. Porcupines 
are born with quills, but 
they are soft and flexible 
until the little animal dries 
out. Quills are replaced, but 
cannot be fired like bullets. 
Poreupines are not vi- 
cious. They are defensive 
reactors rather than aggres- 
sive. They are activated by 
the proximity of another 
creature. When some other 
animal comes too close, 
they apparently do not 
trouble their small brains by 
the degree - of 
threat. Instead, they stop it 
with their tail. Thus when 
an over-friendly cow wan- 
ders nose-to-nose with a 
porcupine, fhe cow usually 
_ends up with a muzzle full of 
quills. 
But uniéss you have 
well-trained cows or a dog, I 
couldn't. recommend invi- 
ting an \encounter.

Each agreement re- 
quires a forest company, 
working in co-opgration 
with the ministry, to treat, 
regenérate and tend areas 
where cutting operations 
have occured, The first such 
agreement was signed in 
1980, By the end of 1985, 
thete were 17 FMAs ‘in 
place covering 37 per cent of 
the total area of. the 
province ‘under licence to 
the! forest’ industry. 

By 1985. the ministry will 
have 30 Manage- 
ment Agreements, which 
will cover the majority of the 
province's forest area under 
the industry. 
Ontario's commitment to 
the program is evidenced by 
the fact that spending on it 
has grown more -than 
10-fold in just three years -- 
from $$-million in 1980-81

This concern about the 
long-term management of 
Ontario's resources is also 
reflected in the District 
Land Use Guidelands which 
the ministry published in 


June, 1983. These docu- 
ments covering -45. dis- 
tricts in all + were the 


product of extensive study 
and hundreds of public 
mectings. They establish 
the province's preferences 
for current and future land 
use activities. The guide 
lines represent a landmark . 
in planning, and provide for 
the multiple use of Ontar- 
jo's resources -- protecting 
the interests of all users. 
from forestry and mining, to 
hikers and native peoples. 

Among other things, the 
guidelines contain  provi- 
sions for buffers and lake 
reserves to protect other 
important resource values 
in areas where forest 
harvesting is taking place. 
In effect, the guidelines 
establish the provincial land 
base required for forestry 
activities and keep it ir 
harmony with other uses. 
The documents are a first 
for Canada and absolutely 
fundamental to protecting 
our forestry future. 

When you talk about the 
future of forestry, of course, 
you have to talk about forest 
renewal. In Ontario, this 
renewal takes many forms. 
For example, some forests 
can be harvested so that 
natural regencration will 
follow cutting. Frequently, 
this method requires special 
efforts to provide suitable 
conditions for natural seed: 
ing.

But the ministry is not 
just providing for the forest 
of the future, it is also 
protecting the one we 
already have. For example, 
Ontario leads the world in 
the use of the most modern 
methods and equipment 
available for protecting pro- 
ducing forests against fire 
and disease. 

Forest fire management 
equipment currently being 
used includes a computeriz- 
ed lightning detection and 
mapping system for 
almost-instant fire detection 
. and a computer-assisted 
Decision Support Systern. 
as well ds a sizeable fleet of 
helicopters, fire -dection air- 
craft. and light and heavy 
_water bombers. _- % 


/. The ministry added two 
Canadair CL-215 amphi- 
‘bious water bombers to its 


forest fire fighting force in 
1988, and entered into an 
agreement with the federal 
goverment to acquire an 
additional seven CL-215s -- 
with delivery scheduled to 
begip in 1985. 

As well, a permanent 
complement of 1,000 pro- 
fessional firefighting staff is 
on duty around the clock at 
peak periods during the 
April-October forest fire 
protect our 
valuable forest stands. 

Ontario has also estab- 
lished co-operative pro- 
grams with the forest 
industry to train their staffs 
to help fight forest fires. 
Over “the years the min- 
istry's fire management 
professionals have gained 
international recognition. 

To some people, the 
immediate after effects of 
logging are hot aesthetically 
pleasing. But professional 
foresters know that the 
usual consequence’ of not 
harvesting mature timber in 
the boreal forest is the 
destruction of the timber by 
fire and insects. As a result, 
one of the most important 
Ontario forest management 
initiatives is the network of 
resource access roads. 

Some 16,000 kilometres 
of these roads -- more than 
our provincial highways 
astem -; Have been deve 
loped by the ministry and 
the forest companies of 
Ontario to, provide access to 
mature and overmature 
timber -- trees that would 


scason to 


otherwise @ie from fire, 
insects or disease. The 
government's access roads 


policy provides for full 
public consultation on the 
general location of the 
roads, and the ‘routing is 
designed to minimize their 
impact on tourist establish- 
ments. 

In fact, public involve- 
ment in forestry has grown 
immeasurably over the last 
few years. The government 


kiiows that the use of our 
forests is important to 
everyone in Ontario -- 
important for businesa-and 
important for enjoyment, 
recreation and tourism. The 
ministry therefore provides 
opportunities for public 
consultation and involve- 
ment in its forest manage- 
ment planning process.

Smart people don't get 
frostbite, says Don Ho- 
warth, because they dress 
for cold weather. 

Don's concerned with 
frostbite and weather in his 


job as an area safety 
co-ordinator for Trans- 
Canada Pipelines, which 


has 1,000 miles of pipe 
running across some of the 
chilliest parts of Ontario 

As part of the company’s 
safety program, Howarth 
trains staff instructors in St. 
John Ambulance first aid, 
so that they can train fellow 
employees. 

Safety and prevention are 
part of St. John training, 
and Howarth says it’s 
effective. “‘Our staff are 
aware of the potential for 
danger because of the first 
aid training.” 

Besides, he says, most of 
the people are northerpers. 
and they're smart about the 
weather. They ean't hiber- 
nate, so they learn to live 
and work in the cold with a 
preper respect for its 
effects. 

“North ‘country 
aren't fashion conscious the 
way we are in the south. 
Everybody dresses for the 
cold.” ; 

Even if you're going to 
work in town, he says, put 
on a hat. You lose body heat 
fast when you head is bare. 
Mitts are warmer than 
gloves in_ really cold wea- 
ther, and you can wear 
socks and snuggies under 
fashionable clothes, and no 
one will-evér know.

buddy's arms. 
af the problem is not 
frostbite, but freezing, get 
the victim to medical help as 
fast as possible, and do not 
trv to thaw the frozen area. 

If someone falls and 
suffers a back or spine 
injury, do not move him 
unless it's necessary [to 
prevent further damage. 
Keep him warm and shel- 
tered and send for medical 
help. For most other injur- 
ies. provide first aid treat- 
ment and get victim to 
warmth and to medical care 
if it's necessary.

Hypothermia is a compli 
cated problem. The symp 
tons begin with violent 
shivering and extend to an 
appearance of death. Gen 
erally speaking, the first aid 
response is to leave the 
victim's clothes on even is 
they are wet, unless you can 
exchange the wet clothes for 
dry ones safely and quickly. 
Warm the victim by apply- 
ing body warmth or a hot 
water bottle wrapped in 
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protective towelling. Apply 
it to the heat escape areas, 
which are the neck, armpits 
and groin. If you can, get 
the victim indoors, and put 
him in a warm bath or wrap 
him in an electric blanket, 
warm the trunk, and leave 
arms and legs exposed.

tremities. If the victim is 
conscious and the case is 
mild, give him warm, 
sugared drink. Do not give 
alcohol.

Director David Cody was 
employed at Kerry's Place 
from 1974 till 1981. He has 
been at Melanie's Place 
since it opened in August.

There is a real farm 
atmosphere at Melanie's 
Place. The main house, the 
original farmhouse on the 
property has been com- 
pletely renovated. The ad- 
ministrative area is in a 
separate section of the main 
house. A resource area is 
being developed. Two new 
houses have been built, one 
on each side of the main 
housé. These are identified 
as the west house and the 
east house. They are family- 
type units, with four resi- 
depts in each house. 
/Residents at ‘Melanie's 
Place range in age from 18 
“years and up. The oldest 
resident there presently is 
30 years of age. 

To conduct an operation 
like this, and keep it orderly 
it is necessary to be very 
systematic. There are 12 
full-time program staff 
workers, and Joyce Fisher,

There are two program 
shifts, and on these the staff 
rotate their time.

Q. I spent five months of 
last year in the United 


States working for @ U.S. 
employer. Must I report all 
my earnings from the 
United States on my Cana- 
dian income tax return? 

A. Yes, you must. if you 
were in the United States 
for less than 184 days and 
earned less than $5,000 you 
would get a refund of taxes 
withheld in the states by 
filing a U.S. return. How- 
ever, if the period exceeded 
183 days or you earned over 
$5,000 you must file a U.S. 
return and may the calcu- 
lated tax. In that event you 
may claim a credit on your 
Canadian tax return for the 
taxes paid the U.S. on the 
income.

Good- 
child. was approached by 
Vilneff and Bob Drummond 
before the races with the 
idea of improving the timing 
system. They said that in 
past years it had been hard 
to keep track of times 
accurately, and to keep 
drivers informed as to the 
standings during the races. 

“All | did was borrow the 
equipment from the school 
and take it over to the 
sled-dog races. Victor 
Brooks, Marmora, supplied 
the power, and Molson 
Britweries supplied the 
van," said Goodchild.

“What they (the organiz- 
ers) were mainly concerned 
with was the sprints, 
because before when the 
teams were going out, some 
were still coming back in. 
This normally caused a lot 
of confusion,’’ Goodchild 
explained. 

There. were heats on 
Saturday and Sunday for the 
sprint. He said he had to 
tabulate the times and 
figure out the awards on 
Sunday within a very short 
period of time, because 
within an hour after the last 
heat, the awards were 
presented. 

The program Goodchild 
wrote tabulated the results 
in 80 seconds, which cut the 
work load down substantial- 
ly from previous years. 

“The Commodore Com- 
puter with a full screen 
editor made it no problem to 
keep track of the racers 
coming. in. | had to write 
programs to calculate the 
time differences and to sort 
the list to place entrants in 
order for Saturday, and then 
I needed a program to 
merge the two days togeth- 
er to come up with the 
winners,’’ said Goodchild. 

Goodchild said that tabu 
lating the results in the old 
method would have been 
easier this vear, however, 


used to time races 


because there were not as 
many entrants in the sprint 
and long-distance events. 
But the( mid-distance run 
had double the number of 
entrants this year over last. 

For an example of the 
problems encountered = at 
the races, Goodchild said, 
**In the 60 mile race, drivers 
might take off at 11:49.36 in 
the morning and arrive at 
10:35.56 at night. So the 
problem there is to calculate 
the interval. The arithmetic 
could get challenging if one 
is not experienced in doing 
it. But once the program is 
set up, there is not a 
problem of making arithme 
tic mistakes -- the computer 
is 100 per cent correct (in 
hours minutes and 
seconds)."’ 

The computer also helped 
to calculate the average 
times between check points. 
Based on these, Goodchild 
could estimate when the 
drivers should be arriving at 
the next checkpoint. If the 
drivers were an hour late, 
they could guess that 
something had gone wrong 
The projections also helped 
spectators who wished to go 
and watch certain drivers 
reach check points

‘There are moments 
when I am out photograph- 
ing. when it feels almost 
religious,’’ said Molly 
Bramiecy, a self-taught 
photographer living in Ivan- 
hoe. 


We were standing in an 
upstairs room of her comfor- 
table brick farmhouse, that 
was filled with dozens of 
framed color and black and 
white pictures. A. sense of 
timeless tranquility pre- 
dominated the pictures: 4 
large picture of dewdrops 
on grass, a black and white 
shot of a decaying tree 
standing in a still pond, 
sheets blowing in the wind 
by a Maritime home, shafts 
of sunlight streaming 
through dawn’s thick mist 
onto a tree, wild horses 
grazing, a wintry sunset on| 
Belleyille’s Bleeker Ave- 
nue, harvesting machinery 
on a local corn field, and 
many, many more. 

“T have to have a feeling 
for the subject to make a 
good image -- whether love 
or hate,"’ said Bramley. 
“And I can Usually tell 


‘when I'm going to, get a . 


good image even before 
processing.” 

Majly Bramley has been 
taking pictures for most of 
her life. She was born in 
Bala Muskoka, and while 
she was very young, her 
father used to process black 
and white film. By the time 
she was 10, she. started 
working with black and 
white. She\says she lost 
interest and stopped for a 
number of years, but was 
back into ic by 1942. 

In 1943, she was hired by 
Eastman Photographic 
stores in Toronto, where she 
was put on the professional 
counter, There, she met a 
lot of professional . photo- 
graphers who, she said, 
showed her the ropes of 
photography. In 1945 ‘she 
left work At Eastman and 
went baok to Bala to open 
her own studio.

She also likes to 
shoot in mist or rain. In the 
black and white format, she 
does go for a little more 
contrasting light. 

Bramley said now she can 
suit the time to fit her 
schedule, She still does 
portrait work, but no more 
weddings or police work. 

“My focus now is on 
photographing the land, 
nature, and my scheme of 
things in land and nature... 
the way I feel about things, I 
guess,” reflected Bramley. 

The gallery, which invol- 
ves half the walls in her 
house, is open by chance or 
by appointment. Often, she 
is out shooting, or doing 
Work for the National 
Association for Photograph- 
ic Art. She is second 
vice-president of the coast 
to coast- association and 
contributes to the associa- 
tion quarterly journal called 
Camera Canada. She also 
participates in photography 
seminars, and presents 
slide shows to various 
groups and service clubs. 

Bramley has had two 
one-woman shows at Glen- 
more House in Belleville, 
one just over a year ago, 
and one four years ago. She 
has had prints travel to 
exhibitions across Canada, 
and has been in many group 
shows. 

Her photography is main- 
ly known in Belleville and 
Muskoka, she said. 

Her husband Stan, a 
carpentry teacher at Sir 
James Whitney School For 
the Deaf in Belleville, is also 
an avid photographer and 
helps with the slide presen- 
tations. Last summer he 
launched the family’s 
dream boat -- a Gulf Rig 
Cutter sailboat. It took him 
eight summers to complete 
work on the seven ton 
vessel. 

“Qur dream was to sail 
around the world, but I 
don’t know now," said 
Bramley. ‘‘Stan hopes to 
retire soon, and we plan to 
take a sail trip, with us both 
taking pictures.” 

Although she has not had 
any formal training in 
photography, she did spend 
four two week summer 
sessions with Freeman Peay 
terson at Shamper'’s Bluse, 
NB.

Radiation isn’t

Pet owners are usually : 
sure that their cat, dog or 
canary possesses a unique 

‘personality, if not a frankly 
extraordinary” intellect. 
While seldom admitting to 
these beliefs publicly, they 
are held .privately to be 
obvibus and absolute fact. 
Animals, particularly the 
household types. are much 
smarter than commonly r 
believed. I'm sure of this. I 
discussed with my cat and 
I'm positive he agreed as 
well. He didn’t say any 
thing, of course, but I could 
tell. 

Animal lovers can take 
heart. aS scientists finally 
seem to be seeing things 
our way. Recent research at 
the Whiteshell Nuclear Re 
search Establishment in 
Manitoba, indicates that 
birds can detect radiation 
What's they don’t 
seem to like it. 

People, on the 
hand. cannot detect radia- 
tion. We need machines to 
do this for us. But then, we 
can't fly either. 

The scientists who carried 
out this research were’ as 
surprised as anyone at the 
results. The birds were not 
supposed to notice the 
radiation. In fact, when they 
did. it ruined the experi: 
ment. 

All of this got underway 
when researchers at White- 
shell decided to study the 
effects of radiation on birds 
breeding in 4 natural 
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Const. R.H. Garrow has 
charged Cross with mis- 
chief.

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World War, where he 
suffered from shell-shock, 
which apparently molded 
the rest of his life. 

When he came back from 
the War, he apparently had 
a series of unfortunate 
encounters with other peo- 
ple, He retreated into a tract 
of bush in the middle of 
Faraday Township, about 
five miles from the nearest 
road. There he built a log 
cabin for himself, and there 
he lived the rest of his life, 
virtually as a. hermit. 
However, as Peter Frey: 
mond points out, ““Even his 
nephew didn’t have a clear 
idea where he lived.” 

During the early years of 
his chosen existence, Mr. 
Jeffrey made axe handles, 
and caught trout which he 
exchanged for some groc 
eries and other necessities, 


thus keeping up some 
contact with the outside 
world. Finally, a, game 


warden ordered him to stop 
fishing the lake. He gave 
up, and retreated further 
into his own style of life. 
“He had a rough deal with 
too many people,” Frey: 
mond sighed. 

“He knew he could trust 
the animals."’ Freymond 
remarked. They became his 
friends, and the forest 
provided the companionship 
that people had apparently 
denied him. A few years ago 
now, he would have 27 or 28 
raccoons, which he fed 
regularly. Many of the 
groceries taken in to him in 


‘recent years were for the 


animals, rather than for 
him. 

Porcupines, and squirrels 
were also his companions. 


When his cabin was inspect: 


_ed, after his death earlier 


this month, it was seen that 
he had a two-bunk system. 
He slept in the lower bunk. 
The part of the upper bunk 
right about his head con- 
tained a squirrel's nest. He 
was so delighted, one. year, 
when a mother raccoon 
brought her young ones to 
him, that this normally 
quiet man blurted out the 
news to Peter on his next 


visit. 
Freymond Lumber, 
bought the property. 


' pwenty-five years ago. He 


and Charlie Degeer walked 
the new tract of land, and 
Peter was surprised tosee a 


human path, miles from the ; 


nearest road. Charlie 
explained about Nelson, 
and took Mr. Freymond to 
the man’s cabin. Nelson 
was about 60 years old then, 
and suspicious of strangers. 
But Peter offered to help. 
whenever he could. 

It was a cold winter that 
year, and Nelson ran out of 
food. A few days later, he 
stumbled into the lumber 
camp being run by Charlie, 
and asked for food. Along 
-with the food came help 
from the Freymonds, who 
have increasingly been his 
companions and contact 
with the outside world, ever 
since. 

Pete still recalls going in, 
that winter of 1960, with his 
first pack-sack full of 
groceries. The trip had to be 
made on foot. But he 
emptied the groceries on to 
the table, Nelson offered to 
pay for them with some 
beaver skins he had. 

When trapping zones 
came, Nelson had to have a 
licence, or give up trapping. 
Peter got him a licence. 

Peter brought Art Stewart 
with him, and they success: 
fully applied for a Depart- 
ment of Vetrans Affairs 
“burnt-out’’ pension for 
Nelson. This brought him a 
$20 a month grocery and 


1es 


clothing voucher: ample to 
feed and cloth him, and feed 
his animal friends as well. 

When the Old Age 
Pension was added to the 
D.V.A. pension, Nelson 
Jeffrey was getting far more - 
money than he needed. So 
he left many*cheques in the. 
Post Office, The Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs 
sent an inspector, finally, 
to see what was going on, 
When he saw the cabin, and 
the near-by garden, he 
remarked, ‘‘That's fantas- 
tic, I've a good mind to 
move in with him.” But 
Nelson was urged to cash 
the cheques, and store the 
money in his cabin. 

The inevitable happened, 
When Nelson had a fair 
amount of money stored in 
his cabin, somebody came 
in the five miles, and 
robbed him. Hadn't he 
always believed that peeple 
could not be trusted, and 
only the animals were your 
friends? From then on until 
his death, he kept the 
shot-gun by his cabin door 
always loaded - an unfortun- 
ate but apparently neces- 
sary precaution for a man 
who asked only to be ‘left 
alone, He has had to use the 
gun twice through the 
years, to shoot two bears 
which came practically up to 
the cabin door.

Freymonds, or 
some of their friends, made 
daily trips to see him. On 
January 2 of this year, Louis 
Freymond and Tim Pilgrim 
found the cabin cold, and 
Nelson sick in his bed. 
- \Later, they went in with 
blankets, to bring him out. 
But Nelson refused to leave 
his cabin. Dr. H. Christian- 
sen was contacted, and 
confirmed that the man 
could not be brought out, to 
what to him would be a 
foreign environment, with- 
out his permission. i 

On Friday morning, Peter 
went in, and found Nelson 
on the floor, in failing 
health. That afternoon, 
about 3:30° p.m., Peter 
returned, to find Nelson 


yagain on the floor dead.

Why would Canada fight 
poor nations’ .demands for 
genetic conservation, laws 
governing plant exchanges 


_ and other corrective mea- 
\\gures? Surely we have an 


interest in international 
co-operation, given our re- 
liance on regular cross- 
breeding of wheat with 
foreign strains. The answer 
isn’t clear, but it could well 
be the federal government's 
interest in legislating mo- 
nopoly rights to plant 
varieties for Canadian bree- 
ders. 

Naturalists often defend 
conservation proposals by 
citing the need to maintain‘ 
an abstract- sounding prin- 
ciple called genetic diver- 
sity. As you can see from 
this story it's a very real and 
pressing issue and it’s 
drawing more attention all 
the time. Last weekend, in 
Toronto, the Canadian Or- 
ganic Growers held their 
first conference on this 
theme and the preservation 
of heritage seeds. They've 
also produced a seed 

catalogue. So there's some 
hope for gardeners like 
myself. But the issue 


demands far broader atten- 
tion.

Philip Hastings, a grade 
18 student ‘at Centre Hast- 
ings Secondary School 
(CHSS), will now advance to 
Ontario Federation Secon- 
dary School Athletics 
(OFSSA) cross-country ski 
race to be held this 
Thursday and Friday at 
Horseshoe Valley near Bar- 
rie. The race in his division, 
senior boys, will run a total 
of 8 km. 


To qualify for the Ontario 
meet, Philip placed third at 
the COSSA (Central Ontar- 
io) divisional meet held 
February 14, at Trillium 
Valley Ski Lodge, north of 
"Oshawa. There 53 skiers 

competed in his senior 
division. 
Philip has been cross- 
country skiing for four 
. years, he says, but this year 
has been his most competi- 
tive. - 
‘In my first three years I 
in two to three 


February, 18-year-old Philip 
entered the 75 km. Algon- 
quin Loppet Marathon. The 
course ran 50 km the first 
day and 25 km the second. 
At the end of the first day, 
he skied in third and by the 
second day he came in first 
overall. 

A week later was the 
Kawartha Ski Tour. The 
course ran 25 km the first 
day and 50 km. the seco, 
and Philip placed first 
overall in that event also. 
He says about 1,000 skiers 
attended, with some going 
in the open touring groups, 
and some racing. 


The Bay of Quinte High 
School Cross-Country Ski 
Competition was held in 
Cooper on February 8. 
There, Philip came out on 
top again in the senior boys’ 
10 km. race. 

Then came Philip's big- 
gest challenge of the year: 
The Canadian Ski Marathon 
between La Chute and 
Ottawa. The marathon was 
held February 11 and 12, 
and totaled 169 km; 80>km. 
per day--He ended the first 
day in fifth place out of 2800 
starting, taking se- 


“It's an individual chal- 
lenge to finish the full 
distance in two days,'’ says 
Philip. ‘‘It's more like 
running a marathon.”’ The 
Canadian Ski Marathon is 
the biggest cross-country 
ski event in Canada, says 
Philip. Recognition is given 
for the top three finishers, 
and medals are given to all 
who complete the course. 


Philip explains that there 
were many different classes 
in the marathon. The three 
main awards presented are 
Coureurs de bois bronze, 
silver and gold. The bronze 
Coureurs de bois medals are 
presented fo those. who 
complete the 160 km. 
without pack, and sleep in 
cabins. The silver medal is 
given to those who have 
achieved the bronze in 
previous year(s) and tra- 
velled with a 5 kg. back- 
pack., The gold medal is 
presented to those that have 


three to four days to recover 
from the gruelling event. 


Two days after the mara; 
thon, he went to the COSSA 
meet and came up with the 
third place finish. 

Philip started training for 
his skiing early in 1983. He 


spent months bicyling and 


running and then when 
there was sufficient snow, 
he switched to the skis. 


As far as his chances of 
victory at OFSSA goes, 
Philip is hesitant to predict. 
He says, ‘‘It’s hard to say 
thow T'll do there in 
cross-country because it 
depends on the snow 
conditions, skis, wax, my 
physical condition and the 
competition.”’

Artistry in wood 


by Jeannette Moore 


Usually, an artist who 
is sufficiently skilled to have 
his work on display in 

Ottawa's Museum of Man, 
is proud to tell about it. But 
not Marmora’s master 
woodcarver John Grainger, 
who, a while back, was 
commissioned by the 
museum to create replicas 
of certain West Coast Indian 
masks and artifacts not 
available in “Canada, the 
originals having been taken 
over by foreign muscums, 
notably in Russia and the 
U.S.A. 

“If Lhad been as aware of 
the Indian culture then as I 
am now I would have 
refused the assignment. | 
know now it was morally 
wrong for a white man to 
intrude in that way. The 
masks, rattles, and other 
artifacts I duplicated for the 
museum yere closely con- 
nected with tribal ritual and 
ate a preserve not to be 
invaded by a white man. 
They should have had an 
Indian do it."’ 

White man or not he was 
able to provide the replicas 
because of his keen interest 
in West Coast Indian 
culture and his intensive 
research in studying photo- 
graphs and measurements 
and an in-depth perusal of 
earlier works such as Franz 
Boas’ decisive book and 
illustrations titled /‘‘Primi- 
tive Art’, 

“The tricky part in a 
mask is to make sure of the 
style of a particular tribe. 

“There are very . slight 
differences that someone in 
the know could ‘spot be- 
tween, for instance, a Haida 
a and that of a Kwakuitl. 
Then, in an object like a 
Haida rattle I would antique 
it so that it appeared to be 
ancient. It was a_ real 
challenge.’ 

He met the challenge so 
well that his knowledge of 
Indian art and culture came 
to the attention of the 
Department of Indian 
Affairs which hired him to 
teach carving to Indians on 
the James Bay coast. The 
purpose of this exercise was 
not just to instruct the 
Indians in carving. but to 
up their own carving 
which through generations 
point where they were 
satisfied with a rather 
primitive proguct. He 


taught them how to finish 


-off their works to the finest 


degree. 

For some 30 years what 
started out as a hobby for 
Grainger, as ‘he pursued 
other jobs, took over more 
and more of his time and 
interest, and about 20 years 
ago he moved from amateur 
to professional, after meet: 
ing up with a Norwegian 
professional woodcarver 
who ‘‘pushed me over the 
line from fiddling to creat- 
ing’. He gradually estab- 
lished his own techniques 
and preferences as he 
created works of art for 
numerous galleries and 
retail stores and finally, six 
years ago, decided to do 
nothing but carving for a 
living as he moved from 
Mississauga to his present 
home on Beaver Creek near 
Marmora to ply his trade 
full time. It doesn’t matter a 
whit, he says, where an 
artist who is cognizant of 
the market lives, Marmora 
serves. as well as, and 
aesthetically and econom- 
ically better than, an urban 
centre. 

A life-long interest in the 
out-of-doors has had a 
strong influence on Grain- 
ger’s work and many of the 
popular pieces he turns out 
for gallery and gift store 
sales are of water fowl. 

His depiction of stylized 
Canada Geese in natural 


black walnut, lacquered ang 


rubbed, took first prize at 
the highly competitive CNE 
International Show, and he 
has won many other awards 
in shdws in Canada and the 
U.S.A. 

His creations are adapted 
from photos, museum speci- 
mens, and field observation 
using thoroughly kiln-dried 
Canadian wood. The models 
are roughed out by 
machine, finished by hand 
carving with knives, chisels, 
and rasps, then colored with 
spirit stains and finishe 
with lacquers, beeswax and 
hand, rubbing. ‘ 
Bere he combines 
artistit sensibility with sales 
common sense he is kept 
busy, and_at present has 37 
pieces he must complete for 
delivery by the end of 
March as he works for such 
well-known coast-to-coast 
and local outlets as Bower: 
ings, Pallet Gallery. 
Oshawa, and Curve Lake 
Indian Reserve, near Peter- 


borough. _ 

“There are lots and lots 
of good carvers around, but 
a relative few who are also 
good salesmen” is the way 
he explains his success. 
‘*However, in this area | am 
within 15 miles of a 
prominent carver, John 
Myers, who lives at the top 
of Oak Lake. He is one of 
the highest paid carvers in 
North America.” 

Mr. Grainger admits his 
output, aimed at only 
top-rated outlets that pro- 
vide a regular cash flow, is 
not the ultimate in wood 
carving. 

‘‘Competitive carvers 
spend many, many days 
perfecting each feature to 
life-like realism in intricate 
detail. The result is an 
object worth thousands of 
dollars. For me, although | 
enjoy the work, it is a 
business at which I work 
constantly and from which I 
derive a steady income, and 
1 do not spend: the time 
needed to turn out such 
exceptional models. These 
are done by amateurs, not 
professionals -- amateurs in 
the commercial sense, not 
the aesthetic.”

a we cannot yet 
claim the ability to prevent 
heart disease or stroke in 
the individual, there is 
sufficient evidence from 
many studies to suggest 
that we may have the means 
of reducing the incidence of 
heart disease and stroke in 
large groups of people. One 
expert committee of 
renowned international 
authorities, convened by the 
World Health Organization, 
concluded that *‘the balance 
of evidence indicates suffi- 
cient assurance of safety 
and a sufficient probability 
of major benefits to warrant 
action at the population 
level."

The Commission's draft 

proposal involves the crea- 
tion of five new ridings 
across thé province, bring- 
ing the number up to 130. 
The proposal is based on 
_ population census data and 
a range of local considera- 
tions such as community of \ 
interest, topographical fea- 
tures and the varying 
circumstances of rural and 
urban ridings. 

In terms of landmass, 
Hastings-Peterborough is 
the largest riding in South- 
ern Ontario. The proposed 
changes would make the 
riding even larger. 

Under the Committee's 
proposal, our riding would 
acquire, in the County of 
Peterborough, the munici- 
palities of Douro, Otonabee, 
North Monaghan, South 
Monaghan, and Cavan. In 
the County of Hastings, the 
town of Deseronto and the 
township of Tyendinaga 
would go the Prince Ed- 
ward-Lennox, as would the 
Mohawk-Tyendinaga Indian , 
Reserve. The riding of 
Quinte would incorporate 
the township of Thurlow. 

The proposed changes 
would bring the population 
of Hastings-Peterborough 
up to 53,978 from its 
present 49,911. 

A province-wide series of 
public hearings will be held, 
after which the Commission 
will review its proposal. 
Only when the hearings are 
completed will the report of 
the Commission be brought 
before the House. 

The hearings will provide 
an important forum in which 
MPPs, municipal represen- 
tatives, community organi- 
zations and individuals can 
express their views on the 
redistribution proposal. The 
hearing which deals with 
our area will be held at the 
Court House, 470 Water 
Street in Peterborough on 
Thurs., May 3, 1984. 

In order to ensure that the 
needs of a changing Ontario 
are met, the participation of 
all the province's citizens is 
essential. The electoral re- 
distribution hearings give 
everyone the opportunity to 
voice representations or 
objections to the Commis- 
sion's proposal. In this way, 
we can be certain that our 
communities will best be 
served by the proposed 
changes to our riding.

Smoking will kill close to 
$0,000 Canadians this year, 
over 500 per week. Five 
hundred grieving families, 
no jess torn apart and 
anguished because their 
loved ones died in a 
terminal cancer ward than 
on a rain slick highway. 
More Canadians will die at 
the hands of the tobacco 
industry in the next 18 
months than were killed 
during the entire Second 
World War. 


What should be done? 
Consider this example. In a 
major Canadian urban area 
of 2.5 million, a supposedly 
anti-smoking health agency 
récently claimed to have 
serviced 400 smokers in its 
smoking cessation clinics 
during a one-year period. 
Assuming the most optimis- 
tic of success rates reported 
in the medical literature, 
about 100 people managed 
to quit smoking completely. 
Yet, during this same year, 


is i *Heati _At is estimated that 17,000 
or eee new smokers joined the 


market in that same urban 
area. One epidemiologist 
said ‘‘this is like bailing the 
boat while someone else 
drills holes in the bottom.” 


The real story is this: the 
answer to a health problem 
of this magnitude must be 
much more,>than weak- 
kneed, trivializing ‘‘Weed- 
ess Wednesdays'' and 
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safe, non-controversial 
health education cam- 
paigns. All of these efforts 
place the responsibility for 
the smoking problem on the 
individual, the industry's 
“*hlame the victim’’, strat- 
egy. Unfortunately, health 
agencies and government 
health departments pro- 
mote it more effectively 


than the industry itself.—~ 


The ‘blame the victim” 
strategy includes the indus- 
try line that smoking invol- 
ves ‘freedom of choice” 
and ‘‘it's the responsibility 
of each individual’ pitch. 
Those who use this line and 
stress the responsibility of 
each individual to stop 
smoking imply that 40 
percent of the adult popula- 
tion is irresponsible. After 
all, they are still smoking. 

The annual “‘kick the 
habit’ ritual ignores the 
fact that smoking is an 
individual addiction which, 
from a disease perspective, 
has become an epidemic. By 
definition, drug addiction 
means that; for many, 
freedom of choice and 
individual responsibility go 
out the window. And, it is 
judicrous to treat an 
epidemic by relying upon 
appeals of good judgment. 

Is there a real ‘‘freedom 

of choice’’ as the industry 
suggests? Not really. 
Should responsible adults 
give 12-15 year-old children 
a freedom of choice involv- 
ing a drug dependency that 
will cut, on average, five

years of their life expectan- 
cies and cost these children 
$100,000 in today's dollars 
over the period of their 
shortened lifetime? And yet 
12-15 is the age at which

The answer has to be a 
massive societal shift of 
responsibility from the 
individual to the industry 
that creates the problem 
and to governments which 
sit idly by. There must be a 
de-emphasis on campaigns 


_which deal with smoking 


after the habit is started 
{tertiary prevention) and 
upon curative medical re- 
search to cure folks after 
tobacco diseases hit. 

At the Fifth World 
Conference on Smoking and 
Health in Winnipeg, there 
was a near consensus 
among delegates which was 
expressed by United States 
Federal Trade Commission- 
er Michael Pertschuk. He 
said that the tobacco pro- 
blem ‘‘is 90 percent political 
and only 10 percent medi- 
cal.'’ Primary prevention 
involves politics. 

Thus, the answer lies in, 
medical advocacy, a wide- 
spread and angry demand 
for a legislative response to 
the tobacco industry. The 
Lung, Cancer and Heart 
organizations Canada-wide 
must call for bans on 
tobacco advertising. They. 
must support clean indoor — 
air legislation and put their 
human and financial resour- 
ces behind drives to reach 
these objectives. Legislators 
and health professionals 
who knowingly and negli- 
gently refuse to reject the 
snail's pace campaign 
mounted to date on the 
smoking issue must share 
culpability with the industry 
for those 500 weekly deaths.

South Africa after dispersal 
from the country by. the 
settlers there. 3

and must depend on 
Mozambique and South 
Africa for access to the sea 
and trade. The wealth, 
largely in minerals, is still to 
be developed. 

Although strides have 
been made towards educat- 
ing the population since 
independence; with teach- 
ers going in to assist from 
the developed countries, 
including Canada, very few 
make it through to college. 
He is one of the few. In 1980 
only 5% of the population of 
7.6 million enjoyed the 
benefits of education and 
industrial production. and 
the 95% must catch up. One 
school building now serves 
for as many as four schools 
with classes staggered to 
accommodate them, and 
books almost non-existent, 

After his speech, the 
students wereS given a 
period for asking questions 
and Mr. Nhima, at their 
request, spoke a few words 
in his own language and 


wrote his’ first name in his 
native tongue on the black- 
board - Chenai. The English 
Francis which he uses, he 
said, was just an English 
name he came up with to 
enroll in school. 

‘Although I grew up side 
by side with English and 
spoke simultaneously En- 
glish and my own language 
and went to college in 
Scotland such things as 
expressing emotions I find 
easicr told in my own 
tongue"’ he said. 


What do you like best 
about Canada, he was 
asked, and his answer was 
“Il don't know yet I've only 
been here one year and I'm 
still learning.”
